count of my Charge, and that Uprightneſs  thar muſt

2., v. 3. &+ Son of Man, I ſend thee to 
4a Rebcllious Nation, to an Impudent Children, and ſlif 
Hearted, &c. and my Doom may be for my Meſlage, 
tf it Iye in the Power of ſome, that of Feremiah's, the 
Dungeon; yet I hope, by God's Grace, I may have 
ſome Portion of the ſame Conrage God required in E- 
zekiel, not to be afraid of Mens Words ; T hough Briers 
and Thorns be with me, though I' dwell among Scor- 
pions, I will not be afraid of ther Words, nor dif- 
 mayed ar their Looks ; but when I have given my 
Propoſition from the Text, deduced it-to an. -Applicati- 
on to the Guilty Conſcience of any Perſon here, 
Then you may perceive, the Words are the Speech 
of one, newly and fully Converted tn the Judgement 
of our Saviour; who in the next Verſe declares upod 
: . it, 
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Meaſures of Reſtitution. = 
it, that Salvation 1s come into his Houſe ; which the 
Learned Hammond Paraphraſes, This day Repentance, and 
ſo the Mercies of the Goſpel are come to ZTaccheus. They 
axe the Words of a Publican, one imployed in the 
Gathering of a Tax, impoſed by the Koman Power, 
which Miniſtred him occaſion for diminiſhing, or vio- 
lating the Right of poor People, that either for the 
 preatneſs of his Strength and Intereſt, or the meanneſs 
of their own, were not able to Right themſelves ; for 
innxopzrſeoa, the Word rendered here, 7 have taken by 
Falſe Accuſation, 1n the Judgement of the beſt Gram- 
marians, may import the Ad of Fraud, by what Means - 
ſever contrived, or in what matter ſoever Exerciſed; 
and that Falſe Accaſation put in here, to clear the Sence 
of it, doth not render it inextenſible to the Concern- 
ments of ſome Men in this place, will appear, if (which 
-you ought) you conſider, That every wrong Defence

The Propoſition from the Text, 1s this, 


That Reſtitution, in caſes of Fraud and Injury, is /6 
weeſſarily a Concomitant of true Repentance, * that in Ca- 
fer of Fraud and Injuries, where there is not Reſtitution 
made to the very utmoſt of the Defranding or Isjurious Per- 
ſen's Power, in all Circamſtances that may ſignify the ſe- 
riouſneſs of his Repentance, for his Fraud and Injuries, 
the Fraudulent and Injurious Perſon cannot be Saved, 1. e. 
| muſt be inevitably Damned. 

In order to the clearing of this Propoſition, 1 hope it 
6 fo known a Truth (that a Sinner, as long as he con- 
tinues Unrepenting, cannot be Saved ; and if he Dyes 
1 any unrepented Sin, is inevitably Damned) that +

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need not give my ſelf the trouble to Prove-it. -Repen- 
tance was that St. John called-for, before his Baptiſm: 
It was that our Saviour himſelf indiſpenſibly required: 
it is that which His Apoſtles after him did ; it .1s (and 


for the greateſt Reaſons in the World, as were it ab- 
{>/utely Neceſſary here, could be ſhewed) That, with- 
out which, to any perſon of Maturity, the Goſpel doth 
no where Promilſe.any of 1ts Benefits, or any of its 
Mercies; nay, tells us Poſitively, That anleſs we Repent 
we ſhall A'l likewiſe Periſh; and that no Man with- 
out Holineſs (which ſuppoſes Repentance) ſhall ſee the 
Face of the Lord, And therefore being 1o clear to, 
and undeniable a Truth by, any Chriſtian, I ſhall im- 
mediately fall to make good the Propoſition ſuppoſed 
in the Text; That Reffztution 15 ſo much a Note of 
true Repentance, that without making it, no Man con- 
cerned to make it, can be Saved; that is, as before, 
That Reſtitution in caſes of Fraud and Injuries, 1s fo n& 
ceſſarily a Concomitant of true Repentance, that in 
caſes of Fraud and Injuries, where there is not Reſtitt-- 
tion made to the very Utmoſt of the Defrauding or 
Injurious Perſon's Power, in all Circumſtances that may 
fienify the Seriouſneſs of his Repentance for his Fraud

in diſcovering , and ſtating of the Nature of it. The 
Moment Mr. Catviz apprehended ; the Underſtanding 
of it, he expreſſes in theſe Words, Sz quid autem in to- 
t4 Relig tone ſcire noſtra refert, id certe maxime refert, nem- 
pe intelligere ac probe tenere qu ratione, qua lege, qua 
conditione, qua Hallnare aut difficultate obtineatur peccato- 
rum Remiſſio. If there be any thing in the whole Courſe 
of Religion worth our Underſtanding ; that is certainly moſt 
ſo, viz. to underſtand, and rightly comprehend, which 
ney, upon what terms and condition remifion or forgive- 
neſs of Sins may be obtained, Cal, inſtit. 1. 3. c. 4. which 
is as much as if he had ſaid, The nature of Repentance : 
He Sub-joyns there his reaſon from the Reſtleſneſs the 
Conſcience muſt be ſubje& to, under a disfatisfaftion 


touching the Nature of it : But after ail the large Dif: | 


courſes laid out upon it, as often as it comes in the 
ways of Controvertiſts ; or Men that inſiſt upon it &+- 
'retly, and immediateiy to move Men to the Practice 
of it, and Obſervation of the Words ; whereby ig is ex- 
preſſed 1n Holy Scripture, and Practices of Men' noted 
in it, for an accepted repentaxce : the juſt Colietion 
is, That repextance implies a thorough change of the 
Heart of the Sinner, fully deteſting his former Sins, 
and reſolving, for the future, to lead a new Life, an- 
iwerable to the good Pleaſure of his GOD. This De- 


teftation of former Sins, *by the School-men is ſuppo- 


kd to be attended with, nay, praQiſed in theſe Three 
Inſtances, Contrition or Compundtion of Heart, Confeſſion 
with the Mouth, and Satisfattion in Ad or Deed. All (or 
either whereof) the Reformiſts are (o far from taking 
away, or denying, That they ſeem only to rid them 
from the corrupt Gloſles, .the Propugnators of the Ro- 
man perſwaſion blinded, and led by Intereſt, put upon 
them. B The

tice of the Romariſts ſence of Contrition, or ſorrow 


of Heart, finds Fault with their requiring ſuch a juſt

{urate to the nature and degrees of the Crime, which 
muſt create a great deal of trouble to the Sinner, ſe- 
ing 2 proportionable meaſure of Coatrition' or Sor- 
Tow enjoyned, but not determined ; but notwithſtan- 
ding, lays, Equidem ſedulo & acriter.inftandum eſſe fateor, ut 
quifſque amare de -flendo ſua peccata, F: ad eorum diſplicentiam 
& vdium magis acuat ; Hec enim oft non penitenaa triſti- 


tia, que pemtentiam pignit in Salutem, 1b. © 1 confeſs tru-* 


ly that it is to be carefully and earneſtly Urged, That eve- 
ry one by bitterly lamenting his Sins, may more egg him- 
ſelf to a'd:ſpleaſure with, and hatred of his Sin ; for this 
4 Sorrow not to Repented of, which worketh Repentance to 
Selvation: And a little further, Diximmws & nos quodam 
loco nunquam ſine panitentia obvenire peccatorum Remifſio- 
nem, quod nulli nif :ffiieti & peccatorum Conſcientia vul- 
nerati Dt miſcricordiam implorare fincere poſſunt : And 1 
”y ſelf, have one where ſaid, That without Repentance, 
there i never any remiſſion of Sins , becauſe that none but 
ſach as are efflicted, and wounded with the Conſciouſneſs 
their Sins, can ſincerely implore God's Mercy. In bo 
which Clauſes, he not only allows of, but requires 
Sorrow for Sin; only in the former he complains of 
the unreaſonableneſs of enjoyning, and not derermining 
the certain Proportion dug for every Sin ; and after the 
latter of thoſe rwo cited places, ſayes, He taught the Sin- 
ner, Non in ſuam compunitionem, neque in ſuas lachrymas 
intaeri, ſed utrumque oculum in ſolam Domini M'ſericordt- 
am defigere. Not to look back. upon his Compunition and 
Tears, but faſten his Eyes upon the” alone Mercy of " 
Lora: 
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Lord: In ſhort (as in all reaſon he ſhould) Sorrow, 
and an hearty Sorrow for Sin, he not only allows, but 
judges neceſſary, only would not have Men rely upon 
it, as meriting Pardon; but be naturally neceſſary jn 
order to It : 'the Sinner, without it being nor qualified 
for Mercy, for as much as a ſenſe of the miſery of his 
Condition, muſt be an Incentive to his applying of 
himſelf ro God for Pardon. 


Then for Confcfſion, he doth not abſolutely deny cal. infic. 11. -

But as by Satiſ- iſ 
fattion may be meant Reſtitution, Amends made. by i i 
the offending or injuring Perſon, to the Offended or Il # 
Injured, as tar as it may poſfibly lye in the power of il } 
the offending Perſon, they do all joyn in the Neceſ IM 
ſity of it ; and particularly the Church of England in il © 
its Exhortation upon the bidding of the Sacrament, 
moves Men in order to their ſhewing themſelves true 
Penitents (which they ſhould be before they preſume 
to partake of That) to it. And St. 4rguſtine is very 
clear and poſitive, Peccatum non remittitur niſs reftitus- 
tur ablatum. *'The Sin continues Unpardoned, till ſach time 
as what is taken away, or (which 1s the ſame. thing) in 
Juriouſly detained, be Reſtored. And common reaſon tells 
us, That if the taking what 1s another's, upon terms 
the right Owner conſents not to, muſt be a Sin, the 
keeping muſt be ſo too. 

But ſince the fore-ſight of Beggery, or the ſhame 
of acknowledging ſuch a Guilt, which the injurious 
Perſon may apprehend muſt: follow a due Reſtitution 
of what is taken or detained: Since Covetouſnefs, and 
Pride, and Ambition, may be of fo much more Au- 
thority with ſuch a Sinner, than the Voice of all the 
School-men, and Fathers in the World, the Church 
he lives in, and his own Reaſan; ſince rhoſe Sins will, 
in all likelyhood, ſoon prevail with him: To conclude, 
from the poſſibility that all thoſe. may err, that they 
really, and aQtually do fo; ſince, I ſay, the foreſight 
of Beggery, that may enfue a Reſtitution; ſince the 
ſhame of ſuch an acknowledgement, as it muſt imply ; 
ſince Covetouſneſs, Pride, and Ambition wo_

ded with the Arts and Induſtry of a wicked Spirit, 
will likely ſoon frame in the Mind of the injuring Per- 
fon, ſuch a Diſcourſe as this, Grant that all theſe, 
this Preacher mentions, the Fathers, the School-men, 
and generally all Writers, Antient and Modern, (which 
yet we” have but his word for) the Church of England, 
and my own Reaſon for the preſent, agree in the Nc- 
eſſity of Reſtitution, as being that, without which, Re- 
pentance cannot be ſincere and entire ; and conſequent- 
ly, without which, a Man that hath-taken away or 
detained from one or more Perſons, or a Communi- 
ty their Right, cannot be ſaved ; yet it being acknow- 
kdged, that all of them may err in any point ; ſo they 
may in this; and therefore Iam not ſure they do not ; 
and this ſhall have no Force upon me. Since an Ar- 
' gument of this nature may be ſo Eluded:, let us try 
the Force of ſuch as may be drawn from Holy Scrip- 
ture, of which, there can be Colour for offering any 
ſuch Evaſion. 7 

Now, that the ſence of Holy Scripture touching 
this matter, is the ſame, That there can be no true 
and perfe& Repentance, without Reſtitution of what 
$ [njuriouſly taken or detained, will, I hope, be gran- 
ted, ſufficiently proved, if I can from it prove, That 
te that doth not make Reſtitution of what he hath 
wrongfully taken away or detained, is Guilty of tran(- 
geſſing the whole Law. Certainly, he that, in God's 
Judgement, is guilty of Tranſgreſſing the whole Law, 
cannot be thought to be. a true Penitent ; and conſe- 
quently, as long as he is not ſo, cannot be Saved. And 
either non-Reſtitution muſt be no. Sin at all, or 1n the 
judgement of St: Fames, c. 2. v. Io. it is a Tranſgre(- 
lion of the- whole Law ; for there he faith plely,

.in the 334. of Ezekiel, how he particularizes Reſto- 
ration, as the means of looſening of a Sin, and fign 

of Converſion of a Sinner, which he had not, if in 

his Judgement, keeping another's Right, had been no 
Sin ; for after he had faid in the 149th. verſe, Again, 

when 1 ſay unts the wicked, Thou ſhalt ſurely Dye: if bt 

turn from his Sin, and do that which is Lavful and Right, 

he Exemplifies doing Lawful and-Right, in the 15.

n Firſt, as to Perſons, Where the Queſtion is, How far 


thi Guilt of not Reftitution, or not Reſtoring what #s In- 
Juriouſly taken or detained, may extend its ſelf ? Whether 
the Guilt dies with the Perſon that did at firit do the In- 
{ jwy, and never made Amends for it, or touches his Po- 
Perity, that they become Guilty of it ? And if it do, How 
4 , and what obligation of Reſtitution it lays upon 
them ? 

To which, I thus Anſwer, That, that Declaration 
Almighty 


16 The Neceſſity, and 
Almighty God made in the Second Commanament, That 
« He would Viſit: the Iniquity of the Fathers upor. the Chil- 
aren, 1s very:general ; becauſe it is to the Children of 
all them that hate Him, that is, not only to the Chil- 
dren of them that Worſhip the "Hoſt of Heaven, as 
ſome of the Geztziles did, 'or any thing upon Earth, gr 
the Water under the Earth, or the Images of any. of 
'them; but ſuch as preferred any thing before Him; 
'that Preference of a Thing, being counted an hatred 
.of Him; becauſe it ſuppoſes an incompetency of Love 
þ'» to Him. And if fo, ſure to them that gratify their Luſt 
| or Covetouſneſs, their Pride and Ambition ; or any 
+ -Sin proceeding from-them ; or any thing elſe what- 
ſoever contrary to God's clear Commands: I ſay, This 
Declaration which God there made ſo general, was ne- 
ver abſolutely repealed. In Ezekzel, indeed, - we find, 
- That to the Children of Iſrael, that had taken (upon the 
Execution likely of this part' of the Law) up a Pro- 
. verb, that The Fathers had Eaten ſowr Grapes; and thit 
the Childrens Teeth were ſet on Edge, God promiſes fome- 
thing that looks like the Contrary: The Reaſon and Im- 
- port whereof, yet may probably be this, That the 
Sins of that Age, of the Jews were fo great and pro- 
voking,. that when God Avenged them to;the full, up- 
02 RecolleCtion, and juſt Examination of. themſelves, 
they might find no reaſon to think, that there was &- 
ny need from the heap of their Father's Treſpaſſes, to 
take in any, to aggravate their Sins, and {o bring down 
a greater proportion of Judgement ; but that their own, 
every Man's ſingly, or the preſent Communitics might 
' be ſufficient to . provoke more Judgements, than they 
ſaw Executed upon them; or elſe, That their Provo-l t!

to, but doubles it by praQtiſing and continuing in the 
Sin. His Father's Sin was detaining unjuſtly another's, 
and he Succeeds him, as his Son naturally without that 
liable to the Puniſhment, and as continuing the Sig, 
in his own perſon. And be fure the Guilt (tho the 
ſence of it may) doth not tflen, the'longer the Sin is 
practiſed, but increaſes with time, and the Advantage 


made of it; For ſte how much the firſt wrong quick 


{ſtock hath advanced any Man's Eſtate, above what it 
would have been without it; ſo much it might have 
advanced the right Owner's, if he had not been 1nju- 
red, and conſequently, fo much ought to be Reftored 
to the laſt Mite of a Man's Poſſefſion ; which if it do 
not riſe to a full Reftirution, it ought to be Weighed 
out as much as poffibly he can in Sorrow before God, 
for the-Ihjuries (which, af hethad been able, he ought 
to have teftified: by a full Refticution) by his hearty 
Prayers to God to make the injured perſon 

and -his Recammendatian of him to ſuch Men as he can 
influence, that are :of Ability to make him: nor in- 
deed, in order to Reſtitution, ought.a Man'ito take his 
meaſures from the Advantage himſelf hath made of 
things wrongfully Detained ; but account upon the beſt 
Husbandry could be uſed about' them. This 1 pre- 
{ume a clear and full Solution of the Queftion propo- 
fed, with this notice, That what I faid of the 'Son of

If we are ſure of-the Deſert, and mean the Reformati- 
on of the perſon, the Guilt may_abide at home, where 
the Occaſion dwells; but I ſay, where a good Name 
15»traduced Groundleſly, and Unwarrantably, Maiicr 
ouſly, and : Spleeniſhly, it may be morally impoſſible

Now to the former weighty Reaſon, which indu- 
ces me to believe ſome perſons here guilty of ſuch In- 
juries, as without the utmolt Reſtitution they can make, 
muſt become damnable ; I have ſuch as theſe : 

. Any Perſon that tells me'my ſelf, in a matter that 
1 know due.to me, that his own Conſcience having its 
full Liberty given 1t, cannot: but tell him that it is 1o, 
that many others know, and none can with Truth deny ; 
tay, any*perſon that in:fuch-a matter, by way of de- 
fance, in Confidence of che ſtrength of his Intereft, or 
ought elſe, bids* me come by a'l my Right as I can, 
unleſs I take what he pleaſes in full SatisfaQtion from a 
Company direQly obliged to me tor all; as for good 


Example, Ten Pounds for Thirty, or at leaſt Twezry in 


one Year, Without any proviſion ;for Amends for for- 


Mer, gives me great 'Reaſon to believe, that ſo many 
Men's Oaths in caſes -of Injuries charged upon. him a- 
panſt others, may not be Falle;. That Perfon that fo 


convinces me, ina frefh injurious Aft, _ me no 'Rea- 
bn to believe, he could not poſlibly beGuilty of any of 
that Nature before. | 
A Third Thing that induces me to believe, all things 
are not as Right as they ſhould be with ſame perſons, 
s the Art and Diligence, I have obſerved, uſed in the 
forming and maintaining of a firong Intereſt, and for 
me Years, ſceuring the Exerciſe of Government, in 
this place, in effet, in one hand: This indeed mini- 


fired ſome matter of Suſpicion, that the Afﬀairs. of fome 


perſons might Supgeſt it neceſſary for them, by ſuch 
means to wave off the execution of a Judicial Sentence ; 
t being commonly the Mark of Innocency, where it 
tells, notwithſtanding the many Attempts: made - 
gain 
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gainſt it, to be plain and ſimple, and eaſy in the re- 
commendation of it ſelf to os + of him, who 
hath given Men the greateſt aſſurance, he will not fi- 
nally leave it, but vigorouſly plead .its Cauſe. 

Thus having given - the' Reaſons that induce me to 
believe there is ſuch a Sin, as I have mentioned, ſome 
.of thoſe committed to my Charge, may be Guilty ofz 
I come in the next place to Conſider what plauſible 
Defence they may make for themſelves, and what fal- 
lacies they may probably put upon their own Conſct 
encies, to lay the Clamours of them.

If what I have already ſaid to that-upon my entrance 

into this Diſcourſe, do not acquit me, I ſhall not trow 
ble my ſelf much more; only ſay, be my Motive to, 
or occaſion of it what it will, if I have faid a truth, 
that will juſtify. no Man's non-obſervance of it. St. 
Paul, in the Firf# Chapter. to the. Eons, ſaith, that 
Some Preached Chriſt, even of Envy and Strife, verſe the 
Fifteenth however, verſe the Eighteenth, He Repoyced, 
and the Nineteenth, was perſwaded it would turn to his 
Salvation, Holy David was more afraid of the Preci- 
ous Balms of Flatterers, than the wounds of his Friexas, 
whom if they had not. been in their intentions, ſuch 
he would doubtleſs in effe&. have made, by uſeing 
their Counſels for his good. The Enmity I have to 
you, diſpenſes with my wiſhing you may make as wiſe 
uſe of what I delivered, as St. Paul, or holy David did, 
or would have done, of Truths delivered by an Ene- 
my. If For telling you the Truth, I am become more your 
Enemy 
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Enemy, and increaſed your unkindneſs towards me ; try 
' whether you can-ſpight me,- or jhew it in avoiding 
what is in mines: and the: judzment of the- whole world, 
the greateſt of Evils, Eternal Damnation, by a time- 
ly, and ſignificant Reperrance; which God, I heartily 
pray it, Grant you, andithat: what hath been delive- 
red; may not be the Sevour of Death unto Death, . unto 
any, but the Sewour of Life unto, Life, to all that- hear 
me ; wherewith E conclude.
